CLONTARF. AREA. 
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Mr. Commissioner Murphy. in a report of 
the Streets Section of the Dublin Corporation, 
says:—The widening of Castle avenue, as 
part of the development of Clontarf district, 
has been for some time under consideration, 
and a sum of £2,300 was provided in last 
year’s estimates for the work. The frontage 
line decided on in order.to give a sufficiently 
wide thoroughfare involved the acquisition 
of varying widths of garden space in front of 
seventeen recently constructed bungalows on 
the east side and of three bungalows on the 
west side, runuing in a southerly direction 
from Howth road. It also involved the de- 
molition of the existing garden boundaries, 
consisting in some cases of sound coped stone 
walls, and in others of almost ruinous re- 
mains of the old boundary wall or hedgerow. 
In the latter cases, we propose to compensate 
the owners on the basis of 5s. per foot run of 
frontage and in the cases of the owners who 
have sufficiently good boundary walls we 
propose to rebuild these and pay a small sum 
for the ground ceded for the widening. 

Protracted negotiations took place with the 
frontagers, and steps were taken by us to 
secure the necessary powers to acquire the 
land compulsorily. In the meantime, how 
ever, an amicable settlement has been effected 
with the owners of fifteen of the bungalows and 
negotiations are proceeding with the owners of 
the remaining five. The total amount of com- 
pensation in cash which the Corporation will 
have to pav to all the frontagers_ will be 
approximately £300. This expenditure, to- 
gether with that involved in making the new 
footwavs and roadway to the increased width, 
will be covered by the sum of £2,500, which 
I have re-included in the current year’s esti- 
mates.

DESIGNED, FABRICATED AND ERECTED BY 


The selection of the site for the schools now 
completed at Killester involved many con- 
siderations, and those which influenced the 
selection of the present one (containing two 
acres) were—firstly, its very central position, 
lying as it does about the middle of the Parish 
of Coolock, being convenient cf access from the 
new settlement at Killester as well as from 
the Coolock side. 

The second important consideration was 
that by building »n the site both water and 
drainage facilities became available, through 
the courtesy of the various authorities in- 
volved. 

The school has been constructed to accom- 
modate 576 pupils in all, and is divided into 
two equal sections, one for boys and one for 
girls. 

There: are twelve classrooms—six in each 
section, and a teachers’ room and cloakroom 
are also provided in each section.

A KING’S FAVOURITE. 


FOREWARNINGS OF DOOM.

T was on the 25rd August, 1628, that 
death came with sudden stroke to end 
the chequers sare r of a great player on 
the stage ish-. histery. - [In “the 
splendid COurts 6f thie SóveTeifns of Eng- 
land no more dazzling” figuré had «ver 
appedred than George Villiers, first Duke 
of Buckingham. Historians may deny to 
him the merit of genius.or statesmanship 
Nevertheless, it will réniain a $óurce of 
wonder to posterity that he contrived !,y 
his accomplishments to raise himself from 
comparative obscurity to become she 
intimate companion of the first of the 
Stuart Kings, and also of his unfortunate 
son and successor, Charles I. More extr;- 
ordinary stil] is the fact that he gained 
an unrivajled 
some of the haaghtiest-of his.coitempor- 
aries, whose political abilities were on a 
far bigher level than his own. 
There was a common saying in Buckinz- 
ham’s day:— 
“Who rules the Kingdom ®« The > King. 


“Who rules fe King? The Duke. 
“Who rules the Dukes The Devil.” 


The star of Somerset was still in the 
ascendant when Villiers first.attracted ‘he 


notice of As yet Sir Thomas 
Overbury was still alive, and Somerset 
and the divorced Countess of Esser nad 
not been arraigne1 for the murder of that 
unhappy man. Before many months had 
passed, however, the guilt of the Farland 
his paramour had been fully established. 
With the fallsoef Somerset the way was 
open for the ftiends of Villiers to recoin- 
mend him to the notice of the King. The 
rapidity of his promotion from the posi 
tion of Cupbearer to the highest office im 
the State and the honours heaped upon 
him by James are almost without parallel 
in the annals of favouritism. 

_ Villiers was a courtier after the King’s 
own heart—quick-witted, handsome beyond 
any man of his time, unscrupulous, and a 
supporter of his master’s policy of abso- 
lutism.in affairs of State. His entertain- 
ments at York House were scenes of un- 
rivalled splendour. He was a lover of the 
fine arts, and, if for nothing else, deserves 
to be remembered us the patron of Rubens,

ENGLAND INDIGNANT. 


In 1620 the Elector Palatine was driven 
out of Bohemia, shortly afterwards losing 
the Palatinate, which had been attacked 
by Spain. These events roused the vreatest 
indignation..in Kugland, .whe, as the 
clLampion of the Protestant cause, was 
eager to help the Elector to regain his 
rights. War seemed to be inevitable, but 
with characteristic caution James waveied, 
hoping to find-some way of. thwarting 
the policy of Spain. He tried to open 
negotiations with Madrid by proposals for 
the marriage of Charles and the Infanta, 
in the hope that Spain would interfere on 
hehalf of the Elector, but the Spanish 
demands, “ftreluding toleration for the old 
religion in Mmeland,-were such that James 
leare@ to face the.

So Buckingham and the Prince returned 
to England. The failure of this secret 
mission pleased-the English people greatly, 
and for a while Buckingham was looked 
on with favour. It was, however, for a 
short time only, as a number of ships lent 
by him to the Frerch at this period were 


used by Richelieu to batter the walls of 


Rochelle, and compel the Huguenots to 
surrender the town. This incident raised 
én outery agaiist Buckingham, but, in 
crder to atone for the unfortunate affair, 
he fitted out an expedition to attack Cadiz 
and capture the Spanish treasure fleet. 
The enterprise, however, ended in disaster 
and roused the country to greater indigna- 
tion. 

The concessions made to France by 
Buckingham on the occasion of the 
marriage of Charles with Henrietta Maria 
were equalled only by his extraordinary 
behaviour at the French Court. Being 
sent to Paris with a complimentary 
embassy to conduct the bride-elect to Eng- 
Jand, he was bold enough to fall in love 
with Anne of Austria, the Queen of Louis 
XIII., and had the hardihood to declare 
his passion openly in an interview which 
he obtained by artifice. 


PETITION OF RIGHT. 


These matters hastened the impeachment 
of the Duke, led by Sir John Eliot, 
“whose passionate appeals and fearless 
invective,’ says Green, “struck a new 
note in English eloquence.’’ The House 
had been asked to vote supplies at this 
juncture, and upon its refusal to do so 
(Charles dismissed his second Parliament. 
To add to his difficulties, a quarrel arose 
with France, and Buckingham, to retrieve 
his former mistakes, and to retaliate upon 
Richeheu, undertook an expedition to help 
the Huguenots in the Isle of Rhé. This 
expedition, which is stated to have been 
ene of the worst organised that ever left 
Kngcland, was an utter failure. Under 
Wentworth and Pym the Commons 
renewed its attack on Buckingham, which 
resulted in the framing of the Petition of 
Right. If Buckingham helped to hasten 
the fall of the Stuarts, it seems almost as 
certain that his conduct of affairs led to 
the passing of this famous statute, which, 
more than any other in later history, 
secured the liberties of the English people 

Buckingham felt deeply the nature of 
the bitter hostility against him, and in 
undertaking his second expedition to 
Rochelle in August of the year 1628 he 
seems to have determined either to die in 
the attempt or to retrieve his lost popu- 
larity. He was destined never to set sail. 
Some presentiment of what lay beforé him 
seems to have filled the mind of the Duke 
when he was on his way to Portsmouth. 
A story was current that the ghost of his 
father had appeared to one Parker, and 
bade him warn the Duke that a dagger 
would end his career. In the death of his 
friend, Dr. Lambe, a dealer in magica] 
arts, who was torn to pieces by a London 
mob, the Duke seemed to contemplate his 
own fate. Shortly before he began .his 
Yast journey he was disturbed on hearing 
that his own portrait in the Council 
Chamber had fallen out of its frame. On 
the journey also an old woman told hia 
of some men whose vows to murder him 


‘she had overheard, but the Duke iode on, 


jdisregarding the intelligence as Cesar 
neglected the augury respecting the Ides 
“of March. Whatever characteristics he 


‘possessed, fear was not one of them.

When be and his companions 
descended 600 miles to the north of their 
starting point it was on a water lane 
cutting through the ice. Soon the two 
seaplanes were frozen in, and for the 
following twenty+four days the explorers 
had to work, in the face of tremendous 
difficulties, to get one of the seaplanes 
clear. Ax attempt then to start was un- 
sucbessful,.and a second attempt after a 
casting, overboard of stores and equipment 
also failed. 

The following day had been fixed as the 
latest day on which the explorers must 
decide whether or not they were to yive 
up the idea of trying to escape by air, 
and, instead, to attempt to return on foot. 
Happily, a last desperate effort to get the 
seaplane under way was successful, and 
a point in touch with means of assistance 
was reached in a flight of less than nine 
hours.

“The Australian Macaulay.” 


One hundred years ago, on August 18th, 
1828, Daniel Henry Deniehy, a clever 
Irish-Australian critic, was born in 
Sydney, New South Wales. Having 
written passable verse for some of the 
Australian magazines, he was attracted 
by the poetry of Clarence Mangan and 
Thomas Davis; and the attraction was so 
strong that he visited relatives in Ireland 
in 1848 and became acquainted with the 
chief literary figures in Young Ireland. 

He returned to Australia after that 
unhappy year, and, like many another 
Irish man in Australia and America, 
entered politics and finished a brilliant 
enough career as member of Parliament. 
For a few years he edited The Victorian, 
of Melbourne. He died at Bathurst in 
1865. In his day he made a great name 


síor himself as a critic and reviewer, and 


Bulwer Lytton went so far as to call him 
“ the Australian Macaulay.’’ His col- 
lected speeches have been published, and 
selected pieces both oí his prose and his 
verse have appeared in _ anthologies. 
Otherwise, his name has passed out of 
memory: so fleeting a thing is fame.

Probably the most wonderful feat per- 
formed in the annals of salvaye was the 
raising of the Italian warship, the 
Leonardo da Vinci, of 24,000 tons, which, 
on the night of August 12th, 1916, was 
sunk by a time bomb in the Bay of 
Taranto. In sinking, the ship turned 
turtle, and all hopes of her recovery were 
given up for a while. In September, 1919, 
however, the capsized vesse] was sucked 
from the mud by the use of compressed air 
pumped from above. She was towed to 
dry dock (still capsized) and repaired 
Finally, in January, 1921, she was towed 
from dock, and righted, a successful 
accomplishment of what at first had 
appeared to the experts fo be an impossible 
task.

The fortune left by Sir David Yule, the

This reveals him to have been by far the 
richest man who ever died in England. 

At the time of his death his estate was 
estimated at £11,000,000. It is now stated 
that the amount js £25,000,000. ; 

It exceeds by £9,000,000 the previous 
greatest estate left in Great Britain, that of 
the late Lord Iveagh. 

Some time must elapse before investigations 
are complete. Sir David had investments in 
every country in the world, These were all 
in prosperous concerns, and new investments 
are continually toming to light which would 
be regarded as fortunes by ordinary men. 

If the whole of this estate were to be liable 
to taxation in England it would mean over 
£10.000,000 for the British Treasury. 

The question of the amount liable in Eng- 
land has not yet been settled. It is certain, 
however, that the Treasury will benefit by 
several millions.

Lord Curzon’s 
handling of the situation at Lausanne 
was followed with intense anxiety by 
British officials in the East. Happily, 
the Lausanne solution mended matters 
from their point of view. It will be in- 
teresting to study that episode in the 
third volume of Lord Ronaldshay’s *‘ Life 
of Lord Curzon,’’ which will be published 
early in the new book season.

At the Peace Conference nine years ago 
he handled the great statesmen of Europe 
and America as astutely as previously he 
had handled the rather parochial elements 
of Greek politics, 


An Old Inn. 


Housebreakers have demolished the last 
traces of the old Bolt-in-Tun, Fleet street's 
aldest hostelry, which dated back to the 
fifteenth century, at least, and Henry V. 5 
gallant epoch. It is just possible that Sir 
John Falstaff himself may have quaffed 
his sack within its hospitable portals. Its 
sign was an arrow striking a cask, and, 
like its mame, was a device adopted for 
his rebus by Prior Biton. of adjacent St. 
Bartholomew’s Priory, where it stil] may 
be observed, carved into the stonework. 
Later the Bolt-in-Tun became a famous 
coaching tavern, the last London house to 


regular railway line. You could see the 
marks on its ancient timbers where the 
coach axles rubbed. As usual, the Robot 
won, and had a sardonic revenge. The 
Bolt-in-Tun ended its days as the parcels 
office of the London, Midland and Scottish 


Railway. 


The “ Bomb” Sermon. 


The ‘‘bombing’’ of London last week 
must have reminded many oí the 
inhabitants of their actual experience of 
bombing raids during the war. Few, 
however, are aware that one of the war- 
bomb explosions is the subject of an 
anniversary sermon every year. One of 
the stained glass windows in the church 
of St. James, Garlickhithe, in the Ludgate 
Circus area, was damaged by a bomb ex- 
plosion on June 13th, 1917. It was 
decided that the window should not be 
replaced completely, and that year by 
vear, on the anniversary of the happen- 
ing, the congregation should assemble for 
a service of thanksgiving for merciful 
preservation from sudden and violent 
death. The ‘‘ Bomb’’ sermon thus was 
instituted us a modern counterpart of the 
“Tion” sermon, which is preached 
annually before the Lord Mayor, and 
Corporation in St. Katherine Cree, 
Leadenhall street, to commemorate the 
escape of a Lord Mayor (Sir John Gayer) 
from a lion in Algeria in 1630.

Back in 
the post office, she offered apologies for her 
forgetfulness. ‘‘ Those’d be no use-to you 
at all. the far side of the bridge,” said the 
assistant, and the deal was off.

During the com- 
pulsory halt we acquired a passengér, who 
hailed us as brethren and asked for a |iit 
to a Free State town a few miles away.

The weather forecast was fresh in our 
minds from many perusals, and we 
answered as best we could. “ A depression 
is moving slowly eastward,’’ we told him 
hopefully. 

‘ Look at that now,” he exclaimed, and 
we could hear him mutter the magic 
phrase to himself as we went. “Let me 
down near the thrain station,’ he 
requested, and, as he climbed stiffly down, 
he looked at the uncertain skies. ‘‘ Them 
depressions can move what way they like,” 
he said sceptically ; “but one kick of the 
wind is able to knock the whole thing 
asthray.’’ He was right. 


THE “RAILWAY QUEEN.” 


MISSION TO FRANCE. 


Miss Mabel Kitson, the sixteen-year-old 
“Railway Queen,’” chosen by the National 
Union of Railwaymen to be their ambas- 
sador to the railwaymen of France in the 
interests of international peace, left Fen- 
church street, London, yesterday for Tilbury. 

Miss Kitson is the daughter of a railway 
signalman, and special preparations had been 
made for her journey. Mr. J. H. Fellows, 
Vice-President of the London, Midland and 
Scottish Railway, and Mr. Thomas, 
Political Secretary of the N.U.R., were among 
those who saw her off. 

The ‘‘ Queen ' did not take her royal rohes 
with her, but prefers to meet the French 
railwaymen in her ordinary school-girl attire. 
She looked véry young as she stood at the 
barrier in her shot linen frock and school 
blazer, fumbling in her bag for her passport. 
Outside the station waited the kilted pipers 
from Paddington goods department. As soon 
as the “Railway Queen ” appeared they be- 
gan playing ‘‘Sweet Maid of Glendrell,”’ and 
played her through the dock. All the ships 
in the dock had been decked out with flags 
for the occasion, and Lorraine, the French 
steamer, on which she embarked, was gay 
with brightly-coloured bunting. 

In reply to a question, she said, ‘“‘ My chief 
object will be to endeavour to get the French 
railwaymen to contribute a link to the chain 
of office worn by the British Railway Queen.”’ 

OBJECT OF THE VISIT. 

Mr. J. H. Thomas, speaking to a reporter, 
said :—‘* We have sent to France the daughter 
of a man in one of the humblest grades of 
railway service. We have chosen her for her 
beauty and her character. She is going to 
France on a mission that ought to be more 
important than anything else. The railway- 
men, during the last few weeks, have given 
evidence to the world that they believe their 
own and their employers’ interests can best 
be served by means of industrial peace. Our 
little ‘ Railway Queen’ leaves for France to- 
day to say to the French railwaymen just as 
we believe in industrial peace, we believe 
that the future of the world is dependent on 
international peace.” 

As the boat left tlie dock the school-girl 
ambassador stood on the top deck with her 
mother and waved good--bye. 


AMERICANS GOING HOME.

BIG PARTY ON THE OLYMPIC. 


The homeward rush of Americans is still in 
full swing. The White Star liner Olympic, 
which left Southampton yesterday, took a 
further complement of 1,655, of whom 660 
were travelling in first class to New York.

MUSIC OF VIOLS 


REVIVED AT HASLEMERE. 


An interesting account of the revival of the 
viol and its music is given by the Dawy 
Telegraph's special correspondent at the 
Haslemere Festival. 

«Serious, elevated, noble, ' says the 
special correspondent, “were the epithets 
which Mr. Dolmetsch in his exordium applied 
to the music of the viols, which has occupied 
the Festival this evening. i 

“The programme was drawn entirely from 
works of the English school, and we have had 
another EO of becoming acguainted 
with this family of instruments, which pro- 
vided the music for the ample leisure of the 
country houses of Elizabethan and Jacobean 
England. So-admirably adapted were viols 
for this , offering so many different 
sizes aed’ Wendi together so easily and 
well, that one wonders why they ever ceased 
to hold the affections of music lovers. 

“ After dominating instrumental music for 
at least a century and a half, viols were laid 
aside. In Pepys's day they were well-mgh 
forgotten, and I do not suppose any consorts 
of viols have been heard in England between 
those times and the courageoug initiative of 
Mr. Dolmetsch in reviving them. He and his 
family—Mrs. Dolmetsch. their two sons and 
two daughters—played them this evening as 
if this lacuna of 250 years had never 
existed. ee 

‘*The viols may be in one sense easy to 

lay, but their music is not always easy to 
fiston to. Mr. Dolmetsch was surely right 
when he said that to enjoy it in full one must 
take part in the consort itself. The elaborate 
contrapuntal texture of the William Lawes 
Fantasy and Avre for six viols would pro- 
bably only be fully appreciated when one is 
guided by one of its strands, ‘The most 
elaborate modern music,’ said Mr. Dolmetsch 
in a few preparatory remarks, ‘is mere 
childishness compared with its complexities.’ 
and he added that at a first hearing it was 
quite impossible to understand. 

“But if the Lawes does not carry its 
heart on its sleeve, the originality of its pro- 
gression and the subtlety of its rhythm lead 
one to desire a more intimate acquaintance. 
Applause being forbidden, we were unable to 
ask for it again. However, there was much 
else comprehensible to ears fully attnned to 
the idiom. of this conmsorted music. A Fantasy 
and two Allmaines showed us the Lawes style 
in attenuation.”’ 


TAILTEANN DRAMATIC 
ART CONTESTS. 


THE TIRCONNELL PLAYERS 
FROM GLASGOW 


The Tuconnell Piayers, Glasgow, a combi- 
nation composed largely of students, last 
night made the ninth in the series of com- 
petitors in the Tailteann Dramatic Art con- 
tests, which will conclude to-night at the 
Peacock Theatre, Dublin. 

They played, to a house again half filled, 
a sketch, ' After Culloden, and a play in 
four scenes, entitled ‘‘ Kaihleen O’Gara.’’ 
Both were written by Miss Grace Coyle 
Boyce, who played female lead in both. The 
longer effort was described as Irish drama, 
but, to be quite frank, it was neither Lrish 
nor drama. One got a resurrection of the 
stock characters of Irish melo-drama—the 
hero, and the colourless heroine, the villain, 
and the faithful, but funny, retainers; the 
good priest (this time a Presbyterian muinis- 
ter), and, piled on top of it all, the crude 
conception of a mystery connected with the 
“wrongs of the O'Gara house.”’ 

lt was poor stuff, poorly presented, yet 
the book is full of droll sayings and quaint 
turns of wit, all quite fresh, which expressed 
with the pleasant Northern twang, make the 
hearers laugh. This relieving feature was 
overdone, however, when in the second act 
the two funny men carried on for quite a 
time with the back-chat of the two clowns in 
the circus ring. The dressing of the play 
would of itself have killed it. 

In the blank verse of the Prince Charlie 
sketch there were several lines which sounded 
well, and were effectively delivered by Miss 
Boyce (Flora: MacDonald). The Prince was 
inert, and the Ronald Dhu was hopelessly 
inarticulate. :

NEW LONDON PLAY. 


“ HER CARDBOARD LOVER “' 
AT THE LYRIC THEATRE.

LUNDON, Wednesday. 

“Her Cardboard Lover,” a comedy from 
the French of Jacques Deval, adapted by 
Valerie Wingate and P. G. Wodehouse, was 
produced at the Lyric Theatre last night. 

The piece is really an ingenious version of 
the eternal triangle, with Miss Tallulah Bank- 
head playing the part of a divorced wife 
who is still in love with her worthless 
husband. An importunate lover, happening 
to be on hand when a meeting between the 
couple is imminent, the wife conceives’ the 
idea of pretending that he is her real lover 
and thus arousing any dormant feeling that 
the ex-husband may possess. 

Thus the cardboard lover guards the lady. 
intervenes when necessary, and secures her 
for himself after a great deal of trouble and 
a pretended suicide. 

There is not much plot in this play, and the 
end is always obvious, but Miss Bankhead 
has a part which fits her perfectly and she 
radiates her alluring personality. She extracts 
every ounce of emotion and humour out of the 
character, and is to be congratulated on a 
very sound piece of acting. 

Mr. Leslie Howard,-an English actor, who 
is better known in America than in his native 
Britain, plays the lover with a keen sense of 
humour. His performance is altogether en- 
joyable. Mr. Jack Melford is excellent as 
the husband, and Mr. Herman de Lange and 
Miss Elizabeth Arkell are also very good 
in their respective parts.

HOW MISCHIEF WAS DONE. 

A Haldane myth, which had been already 
exploded, was the subject of an interesting 
disclosure by Sir Arthur Spurgeon in an in- 
terview. 

‘One day three or four years after the 
war,” said Sir Arthur, “I asked Lord Hal- 
dane if he had ever really said that Germany 
was his spiritual home. He replied em- 
ery ‘Never,’ and told me how the 
egend had arisen. 

‘*Some time prior to the war, he was 
dining with Mr. aud Mrs. Humphry Ward. 
Professor Oncken was present, and the con- 
versation turned to German | philosophy. 
When the name of Lotze was mentioned, 
Lord Haldane casually observed, ‘To Lotze 
I owe much of my spiritual education.’ Pro- 
fessor Oncken, writing later in a German 
publication, used the words ‘ spiritual home,’ 
and the mischief was done. 

**An unfortunate misinterpretation of a re- 
mark let fall at a private dinner party led to 
results that were disastrous to Lord Haldane 
in the early days of the war. It would have 
been better, I think, if he had corrected this 
error publicly, but he was indifferent to what 
people thought at the time.”

‘cot of the sleeping Roman soldiers are most 
realistic, while at the foot of the figure of 
Christ is a phoenix and the text, ' I am 
the Resurrection and the Life.”

AN OMNIBUS STATION, 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sir,—The increasing number of long- 
distance omnibus services into Dublin is an 
unquestionable advantage to the city, and it 
is quite time that suitable accommodation 
were provided for the convenience of the 
passengers, as well as to relax the congestion 
of traffic in the vicinity of O’Connell Bridge. 
The heavy cost of acquiring a suitable site in 
the heart of the city is undoubtedly one of 
the principal obstacles to this public need. 
It has occurred to me that this problem may 
be solved by utilising Parnell square as a 
station. This site has the advantages of 
having wide thoroughfares on all sides, with 
broad radiating avenues. 
The formation of the ground is such that, 
by the removal of the banks, a spacious 
terminus could be built, with sufficient plat- 
form and parking accommodation, over which 
a flat roof could be carried from the upper 
level, forming a handsome public square 
which could be made to add to the attractions 
of the city. The terminus would. obtain its 
revenue from rents, ticket tax, and income 
from cloak rooms, refreshment saloon, lava- 
tories, book-stalls, and from various other 
means of public accommodation. The sugges- 
tion, while meeting a public need, would 
convert a «derelict property into a public 
garden situated in what is becoming the 
princips!] centre in Dublin,—Yours, etc.,

BLACKROCK VISIT. 

Last Tuesday afternoon the members of the 
Association visited the Corporation housing 
schemes at Kehoe square and Fairbrothers 
Fields. The party inspected the scheme of 
cottages recently erected by the South Dublin 
Rural District Council under the Labourers 
Acts, and then proceeded to Sallynogg'n, 
where the houses erected by the Sailors’ and 
Soldiers’ Land Trust and the Dun Laoghaire 
U.D.C. were inspected. The party were wel- 
comed at Blackrock by Messrs. Downey, 
William Field, ex-M.P.; S. Byrne, P.C. ; 
P. J. McCabe, Co.C.: T. J. Beahan, P.C., 
and Mr. Quigley on behalf of the Urban 
District Council. It was explained that the 
Council had erected about 300 houses at an 
expenditure of £105,000, and that other 
schemes were in contemplation. The scheme 
at Temple Hill was the most recently com- 
pleted one. With the generous assistance 
granted by the’ Government under the one 
million pounds Housing Grant in 1922, the 
Council were enabled’ to erect 39 four-roomed 
houses on this estate and sell them to occupy- 
ing tenants at sums ranging from £480 to 
95, subject to ground rents ranging from 
£3 to £5, on a lease of 500 years. The 
surplus arising from the sale on this basis 
had been ‘devoted to the construction of an 
up-toedate drainage system and the erection 
of another scheme of houses at Booterstown. 
The influence which the improved. housing 
conditions had in uplifting the character of 
the people accommodated had been most 
remarkable. Aes 
Mr. Field congratulated the distinguished 
delegates upon their excellent attempts to 
relieve congestion and to eradicate the slums 
by judicious town-planning. 

Mr. Pike expressed appreciation of the 
hospitable welcome which the party received 
from the members of the Blackrock Urban 
Council, whom he congratulated upon their 
housing achievements. He added that him- 
self and his colleagues had been very much 
impressed by the high standard of workman. 
ship and in finish in all the schemes in- 
spected. 

Mr. Bjerre, Chief Engineer of Copenhagen, 
and Colonel Moses, New York, also acknow- 
ledged the kindness of the Council.

BRITAIN’S LEATHER 
TRADE. 


NEW MARKETS FOUND. 

A remarkable tribute to the growing 
demand for real English leather is contained 
in the current issue of Te Statist, which 
declares that the prospect before the pro- 
ducing leather trade, both as regards turn- 
over and profit, is distinctly good. 

“The exports for twelve months in 19135,” 
says The Statist, ‘‘ amounted to £3,467,000; 
for six months only in 1928 they amounted to 
£4,223,000, an approximate advance of 145 
per cent., and to suggest the regular growth 
of exports it should be mentioned that the 
last total compares with £2,426.000 and 
£2.772,000 in the similar six months of 1926 
and 1927. 

““Not only have old markets been de- 
veloped, but new ones have been opened, and 
one of the most surprising developments has 
been with America; in the old days exports 
to the United States used to be about 
£350,000 in six months, and to Canada about 
£50,000 in the same period. In the six 
months January-June this year the totajs 
were -£1,629,000 and £200,000’ respectively, 
or, in another way, we are now selling as 
much leather to the United States as to all 
the world before the war. | 

“The expansion in the. export trade has 
been an important factor towards the strong

certain level into the improvement of their 
service. We doubt not that every one of 
the employers whom Mr. Baldwin has

score. A substantial reduction of unem- 
ployment then will be certain. Other bold 
measures are in contemplation. Camps 
are being set up for the training of men 
in agricultural work, and small holdings 
in connection with national afforestation 
are being provided. Perhaps, Mr. 
Baldwin’s fine appeal to patriotism will 
need to be followed by another, calling 
upon the rich to keep their capital at 
home. The Great War created concentra- 
tions of wealth which have not served the 
nation well; and the new rich lack the 
tradition of national service which made 
private enterprise the source of England's 
olden strength.

Germany and Austria. 

The German Singers’ Festival, which 
was held last month at Vienna, was a 
musical success, but aggravated the 
discords of European politics. It was 
utilised for a demonstration in favour of 
union between Germany and Austria. 
That ambition, of course, is anathema to 
France, and the speeches at Vienna have 
provoked her newspapers to violent 
protest.

The Alpine Cat. 


Our domestic animals usually have a 
settled routine of life, which is less varied 
even than that of their owners. There 
was a dog in fiction which heard “the call 
of the wild ” and obeyed it, but most 
dogs are sagacious enough to prefer their 
mid-day meal. We may believe also that 
they prefer a comparatively tame 
existence with human companionship to 
“the eall of the wild’’ without it. The 
tameness of cats is a more mysterious 
phenomenon. Physically they are suited 
to a life of immense enterprise and 
agility in flood and forest and on steep 
hillside; yet they are quite content to 
lie curled up at the fireside during the 
day, and to travel abroad, at night, only 
a few roof-tops from their base. Yester- 
day, however, we published a story which 
proves that cats return occasionally to 
scenes that befit their physical accom- 
plishments. It was the story of the first 
cat in authentic history which was a 
zealous mountaineer. This cat had been 
brought to a hut on the Blumlisalphorn, 
and was supplied with food there by the 
guardian of the hut. One morning, when 
climbers were starting out for the summit 
of the peak—the Blumlisalphorn is 12,044 
feet high—she accompanied them to the 
top. Liking the experience well, she met 
every party which made the ascent during 
the following week, and went with them 
as an unofficial guics. Then a kindly 
climber put her in his knapsack, intend- 
ing to take her back to the valley. The 


knapsack, containing the cat, fell over 4 
precipice, but the cat survived—to perish,

A New King. 


A King may be proclaimed i: Albania 
within the next few days. The establish- 
ment of a new monarchy has become a 
somewhat rare event; for the monarchical 
principle, having dominated European 
political life for centuries, received a rude 
shock in the years 1917-1918, which 
witnessed the downfall of three great 
Empires. The attempt of the unfortunate 
Emperor Kar! to recover a portion of his 
heritage served only to darken the eclipse 
of monarchy. Albania’s histo~ has been 
chequered since the Powers first recog- 
nised it as an independent State after 
the Balkan Wars of 1913; and monarchical 
government may prove to be an influence 
towards stabilisation. Parts of the country 
were occupied by several of the belligerent 
nations during the Great War. Albania 
was recognised again as an independent 
State in 1920, and, in the following year, 
it was admitted into the League of 
Nations; but it was not until 1925 that a 
constitutional form of government was 
established, and Ahmed Zogu became 
President. He belongs to the type of all- 
round ‘‘ strong man,” soldier and states- 
man which has become common since the 
war, and he declares that the progress of 
Albania from the primitive conditions 
which now exist to centralisation and 
stability can proceed best under the rule 
of a king. Enemies of the State will have 
the less inducement to resort to violent 
measures against Ahmed Zogu because the 
new Constitution will provide for a legal 
line of succession. The Great Powers are 
understood to have given their approval] to 
his inauguration as King, since there is a 
popular demand for it.

Sir John Simon, K.C., speaking at a 
Liberal garden party given by Mr. A. H.

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RECREATION WITH 
INSTRUCTION. 
-——-_--- — - 
GROWTH OF TOURS FOR 
STUDENTS. 

The syetem of travel tours combining recrea- 
tion with instruction, which are organised by 
the National Union of Students for the benefit 
of university and university college students 
in all the countries of Europe and in America, 
has this summer shown a very marked exte- 
sion. The number of university students who 
have visited Great Britain and Ireland from 
abroad in the last few weeks has exceeded all 
records, the increase being threefold, and nar- 
ticularly in students of both sexes from 
Germany and America. 

The tours from England have 
increased in number France, Germany, 
Switzerland. and Austria ‘being the most 
popular objectives. The system rests on the 
idea of the students of different countries 
entertaining each other. Walking expeditions 
in Austria “with rucksack and ice axe.” have 
been very popular this summer with Englieh 
students. 

American students visiting England have 
mainly devoted themselves to pleasure trips. 
the round including ‘London, Oxford and 
Cambridge, and Stratford-on-Avon: Carnar- 
von, Snowdon, and the Menai Straits in 
Wales: Dublin and Belfast in Ireland; and 
Glasgow. Inverness, Aberdeen, and Edinburgh 
in Scotland, before further travel on the 
Continent.

FACULTY TOURS. 


‘Faculty tours.’ in which the programme 
has included visits to large business works in 
all parts of England, have been the most 
popular with German students. Similar toirs 

ave, at the same time, been carried out by 
English parties, there being a ‘* pharmacy ” 
tour to Paris, a mining tour for Birmingham 
students to Bethune, Lens, and Lille, a 
geography tour to Holland, Germany. and 
Belgium, a librarians 'tour to Rome, and a 
textile tour from Leeds to Antwerp. <A parts 
of Berlin motor-cyclists have just carried out 
a tour of England, which has inciuded visite 
lo several dirt-track racing events. 

Students visiting England so far this 
summer have numbered about 450, and over 
500 have gone from England to the Continent 
and America.

BRITISH HOUSES OF 
PARLIAMENT. 
eichdoiiiiiatnes 
£1,000,000 RESTORATION 
SCHEME. 


His Majesty's Office of Works is completing 
its plane for repairing the damaged stone 
work of the Houses of Parliament. The 
total estimated cost is £1,000,000, and, as 
the work will be spread over a period of ten 
or twelve years, it will involve an annual 
expenditure of about £100,000. Some diffi- 
culty has been experienced in selecting the 
most suitable kind of stone, The stone used 
by Sir Charles Barry in the erection of the 
Houses nearly seventy years ago has proved 
to be unsuited to the London atmosphere. 
Within ten years it showed signs aí decay. 
Experts now are testing various kinds of 
stone, and as soon as they have come to a 
decision the work of restoration will be 
begun. 

lt is interesting to note that the repairs 
now contemplated will involve exactly half 
the total of about £2,000,000 which the erec- 
tion of the present Houses cost the nation. 
So greatly has the price of building material 
and of labour grown that, if the Parliament 
Houses had to be built to-day, the cost would 
be not two, but something like twelve, 
million pounds. 

The following estimates show how expensive 
is the work of restoration :—Repairing stone- 
work on Victoria Tower, £136. ; renewing 
turrets above parapets, £162,000; facades and 
varapets, £171,000; the Clock Tower, £80,000.

HEADMASTER OF A LONDON 
SCHOOL. 


The Rev. F. Hutchinson took over St. 
Peter’s College. Loam Pit Hill, Lewis- 
ham, London, about twelve months ago. 
For a time he lived on the school 
premisesi but when he took over the living 
at Doddinghurst Mr. G. A. Weymouth 
joined him as co-principal of the school, 
and occupied the dwelling portion of the 
building.

THE MISSING MAN SERVANT.

DIFFICULTIES OF SCHEME. 


The Aeronautical Correspondent of The 
Times writes :—The story was revived ves- 
terday that German air interests are making 
a great effort to establish air services from 
the Irish Free State across Great Britatn, via 
Liverpool and Hull, to the Continent; but 
this optimistic statement takes no account of 
the fact that the permission of the British 
Government is essential before any foreig?: 
company can work an air service between any 
two points in Great Britain, even en route 
for another country. 

So far no approach has been made to the 
Air Ministry by any directly interested party, 
and the further suggestion that “a contract, 
it is expected, will shortly be signed giving 
the Germans, throigh a British subsidiary 
company, the right to operate the valuable 
air service to Jreland,”’ also hardly conveys 
the real position. 

It may be as well, therefore, to explain 


the various requirements for the successful 
maintenance of any service which aimed 
at crossing the North Sea to Hull 


flying across England to Liverpool, and then 
continuing to some Irish port; or, alterna- 
tively, the use of foreign aircraft to fly from 
Croydon to Liverpool, and thence on to the 
Irish Free State. 

It must not be presumed that there would 
necessarily be hostility in Great Britain to the 
establishment by the Germans of an air link 
between American liners calling at Ireland cr 
Liverpool and central and Northern Europe, 
and there is a growing body of opinion which 
realises that, if air transport is to become 
really commercial, there must be freedom of the 
air in the same way that the sea and its 
ports are free to shipping. But the fact 
remains that at present the signatories to the 
International Commission for Air Navigation, 
the official body which controls international 
air rules, have reserved to themselves the 
right to refuse foreign aircraft permission 
to pick up and deposit passengers between 
points in their own countries, mainly on the 
ground that air transport at present needs 
national help, and cannot, therefore, tolerate 
internal competition from outside its own 
borders. i 
It is permissible for another nation’s air- 
craft to land for refuelling and for unloading 
passengers to a particular country under 
certain conditions, but Great Britain to-day is 
not allowed to carry passengers in France 
between French towne, and in Germany the 
question does not arise, as Imperial Airways 
only fly to Cologne. 

It is, of course, pdssible that the German 
interests may be in negotiation direct with 
the Irish Free State, but, even so, the British 
Goternment must be consulted in regard to 
the passage across Great Britain, and, if 
a British company were formed and financed 
by foreign capital, the way is not altogether 
clear. 

Nevertheless, an air route along the lines 
named has very much to recommend t, 
especially as Hull is not more than five hours’ 
fight from Hamburg in a direct line, nor 
more than three hours from Holland; but 
the establishment of such an air route 
dernands close international co-operation and 
expensive organisation, on which national 
funds must be spent,

SPEECH BROADCAST ALL 
OVER AMERICA,

ALBANY, Wednesday. 

The millions who listened-in over the 
radio this evening heard how Governor 
Smith formally. accepted the Democratic 
nomination to the Presidency of ‘the 
United States. The new leader advocated 
a modification both of the Volstead law and 
the eighteenth amendment to the Constitu- 
tion, which embody the principle of 
prohibition. 


NO RETURN TO THE SALOON. 

“I personally believe,” he said, “in an 
amendment in the eighteenth amendment, 
which would give to each individual State, 
after approval by a referendum of its 
people, the right, wholly within its 
borders, to import, manufacture, cause to 
be manufactured, and sell _ aleoholic 
beverages; the sale to be made by the 
State itself, and not for consumption in 
any public place. There is no question 
here of the return of the saloon. When I 
Stated that the saloon is, and ought to be, 
a defunct institution in this country, I 
meant it. I mean it to-day.” 

He reiterated that he would give the 
problem of controlling crop surpluses his 
immediate attention, if elected. 

He assailed the present Administra- 
tion’s Nicaraguan and Mexicon policies, 
and pledged himself to a real endeavour to 
outlaw war. 


BUSINESS REORGANISATION. 
Governor Smith also called for the re- 
organisation of the Federal Government's 
activities on a business basis. He declared 
that neither he nor the Democratic Party 
contemplate sudden or drastic changes in 
the tariff schedules. He reaffirmed his 
stand for the public ownership and control 
of water power. and declared that he was 
for inland waterways, reafforestation, and 
conservation of natural resources, and he 
advocated progressive legislation for the 

protection and care of working men. 


MODIFICATION OF IMMIGRATION 
LAW 


While standing squarely on.the Demo- 
cratic platform’s declaration for restriction 
of immigration, the party nominee 
to-night asserted that he was heartily in 
favour of removing from the immigration 
law the harsh provision which separated 
families; and was opposed to the prin- 
ciple of restriction based on the figures of 
the immigrant population contained in a 
census thirty-eight years old. 


ANTI-PROHIBITION VIEWS. 

Tt was half-way through the speech that 
Mr. Smith took up the question of pro- 
hibition. Insisting that the present 
definition of the alcoholic content of in- 
toxicating beverage is ‘admittedly 
inaccurate and unscientific,’ he voiced the 
opinion that “some immediate relief would 
come from an amendment to the Volstead 
law,’ which would permit each State to 
fix its own standard of alcoholic content. 
subject always to the proviso that that 
standard should not exceed the maximum 
fixed by the Congress. 

He continued: “T believe, moreover. 
that there should be submitted to the 
people the question of some change in the 
provisions of the eighteenth amendment. 
Certainly no one foresaw when the amend- 
ment was ratified the conditions which 
exist to-day of bootleggitig in open viola- 
tion of the law in all parts of the country. 
The people themselves should, after eight 
years of trial, be permitted to say whether 
existing conditions should be rectified.’’ 

The Governor called attention to the 
fact that “our Canadian neighbeurs’’ had 
gone far to solve this problem by the sale 
of liquors made by the State itself, 


OUTLAWRY OF WAR. 

“I believe that the Amerjcan people 
desire to assume their full share of 
responsibility for the administration of a 
world of which they are a part, without 
political alliance with any foreign nation.

dissociating himself publicly completely from 
Mr. Hoover's candidacy on the questions 
of naval armaments and prohibition, will 
(says the Daily Telegraph Correspondent) 
have a powerful influence in the New England 
States, where the writer is well known and 
respected as a national educator, a life-long 
Republican, and a candidate in 1920 for the 
Republican nomination to the Presidency.

OYSTERS LESS| 
PLENTIFUL. 


LACK OF ATTENTION 
BY BREEDERS. 


FREE STATE MINISTRY 
TAKES ACTION. 


-“ 


The Irish Free State, in common with 
most countries on ti:s Continent, is suffer- 
ing from a shortage of native-born oysters, 
a fact which is of topical interest in view 
ol the near approach of September, “' the 
month with an ‘r’ in it,” which marks 
the official opening of the oyster season. 

Statistics supplied to an Jrish Times 
reporter by Mr. L. Moriarty, Secretary 
to the Free State Department of 
Visheries reveal ata glimpse the falling 
off in the yield and value of oysters from 
the beds around these coasts during t'e 
past three years :—

There is virtually no export of oysters 
from the Free State. There is, however, 
a ready market for all that can be sup- 
plied in this country. 


CAUSES OF THE DECREASE. 

In recent years the oyster has not been 
reproducing itself at .ne rate necessary to 
meet the demand. Possibly this may be 
due to owners of the beds not seeing that 
the oyster spat is properly cared for. It 
is important that the seed should be shed 
in suitable ground. In some places the 
oyster-breeder has to put birch twigs into 
the water to catch the spat. When these 
have reached a certain stage of maturity 
they are transferred very carefully to new 
grounds, where conditions are favourable 
to their growth, and it may happen that 
they will have to be transplanted to other 
areas afterwards. 

The Department of Fisheries is fully 
alive to the serious shortage of seed oysters 
in this country, and has been in communi- 
cation with continental countries with a 
view of providing the necessary seed for 
various owners. In same cases continental 
seed already has been imported. 


LICENSED BEDS. 

The Free State oyster beds fall into 
three groups—those which are licensed, 
those free to the public, and those owned 
by private landlords. Officially the 
Department of Fisheries has cognisance 
only of those beds for which licences have 
been issued. The object of the licensing 
is to secure that the indivdual to whom 
it is issued will breed and rear the oysters 
in a proper manner and guard, as far as 
possible, against the extinction of the bed. 

The Department have no control of the 
fishing on the public beds, where anyone 
may dredge, though some effort is made 
to preserve these by making the close 
season on these beds as long as possible. 
Generally speaking, it is illegal to take 
oysters off a public bed any time between 
the 1st January and the middle of 
November. Even this restriction, how- 
ever, has not been effective in preventing 
the extinction of public beds whiclf some 
forty years ago were yielding heavy 
supplies. 

REVOKING LICENCES. 

The Minister of Fisheries has power to 
revoke licences where the licensees are 
shown to be neglecting the beds. He is 
at present considering the revocation of a 
large number of licences in such cireum- 
stances, but feels that a good deal of the 
blame for the falling off in supplies is 
due to the general depression that has 
taken place in all European waters owing 
to the failure of the spat. 

During the past two years six licences 
have been revoked. Licence holders have 
to supply the Department annually with a 
full and detailed accotnt of the work 
done during the year. Although the 
Department have no direct functions or 
powers with regard to the culture of 
oysters, they can, and do, give technical 
advice and, where it is sought, provide 
bacteriological examination, and in every 
way assist the oyster breeders. 

THE EXISTING BEDS. 

There are very. extensive oyster beds in 
Carlingford Lough, probably the best 
beds at present along the east coast, 
largely because they have been farmed 
intelligently and energetically. Other 
areas which produce oysters along this 
coast now virtually have gone out of 
existence. 

Clontarf oysters were very popular with 
Dublin folk some thirty years ago, but 
went out of fashion, and the bed has been 
neglected, though some dredging still is 
done in a small way at Sutton. 

There are also beds in Cork Harbour, 
but the most extensive beds are along the 
western coast, in Tralee Bay, the River 
Shannon, Galway Bay (particularly at 
Ballyvaughan and in towards Kinvara), 
Clew Bay, Achill Sound and Sligo Bay. 
Lough Swilly formerly boasted a fine bed, 


but the Lough is gradually becoming 
sanded and, in consequence, the oysters 
are disappearing. Mud and sand are 


inimical to ovster growth.

NEW YORK, Wednesday. 
Senor Antonio’ Zertuche, the Chief of 


Police of Mexico City, has ‘issued a state- 
ment reviewing the investigation into the 
murder of General Obregon, He suggests 
that Roman Catholic, and not. political, 
influences were mainly, if not wholly, re- 
sponsible for the crime. . Senor Zertuche 
announces that twelve additional persons, 
all connected with prominent families, 
have been arrested; and are being de- 
tained for examination. 

For months before the murder, the 
statement says, a group of conspirators 
met regularly at the house of Mother 
Superior Concepcion. At a meeting, held 
on April 14, it was decided that four men 
then present (including Carlo Castro, now 
imprisoned and charged with throwing 
bonibs in the Chamber of Deputies, and 
Manuel Trejo, who gave Toral the pistol 
with which the murder was committed) 
and a. girl, Senorita Maria... Elena 
Manzano, should go to the City of Celeya, 
where President Calles and General 
Obregon were due to attend the celebra- 
tion of the spring festival. The plan was 
that the girl should induce both Presi- 
dent Calles and General Obregon to 
dance with her, and contrive to scratch 
their hands with a needle or manicure mn- 
plement loaded with poison. In the event 
of her failure, her four male companions 
were to use revolvers to kill the victims. 
This plot miscarried, because the girl lost 
her: nerve, and: the men, finding that 
escape would be difficult from a small 
place like Celeya, decided not to shoot. 
The conspirators had an alternative 
scheme, to dynamite the railway bridge 
over which the President's train had to 
pass on returning to Mexico City, but the 
necessary explosives could not be ob- 
tained. . : i 

According to Senor Zertuche, when the 
party returned to the “capital and 
announced their failure, Mother Concep- 
cion upbraided them for their 
pusillanimity at a meeting, which Toral 
attended. The idea of assassinating 
General Obregon then took root in Toral’s 
mind. Next a young engineer, Eduardo 
Zoyaza, with the help of Senorita 
Manzano, began to manufacture bombs, of 
which two were placed in the cloakroom of 
the Chamber of Deputies by Castro and 
‘Trejo, but exploded without injumug any- 
one, while two more exploded im like 
manner at the headquarters of Genera! 
Obregon’s supporters. Zoyaza has con- 
fessed that he manufactured the bombs to 
benefit Catholic rebels, and that these 
were tested near one of the historic 
Catholic .churches outside. the,,capital. 
Castro confessed that he placed the: bambs 
in the Chamber of Deputies, but  dis- 
claimed any knowledge of Toral’s inten- 
tion to kill General Obregon. Another 
prisoner, Eulogio Gonzales, testified that 
it was Mother Concepcion who furnished 
Senorita Manzano with the poison 
destined for President Cailes and General 
Obregon. . Other . testimony involves 
Josefina Been, the sister of Mother Con- 
cepcion, | | e 

Senor Zertuche, suminarising the results 
of the investigation, declares himself satis- 
fied that it has now been cornchusively 
proved that Mother Concepcion was one of 
the prime instigators of the murder, and 
that the inquiry must be continued “in a 
sperial manner” until the intellectual 
authors of the crime are discovered beyond 
a shadow of doubt. Meanwhile, the 12 
new prisoners are being consigned to the 
criminal] judge at San Angel to join Toral, 
Mother Concepcion, and the rest.

EVIDENVE AT INQUIRY. 


Mr. Aiaer O. Vincent, general manager of 
the East Anglian Cement Co., at the inquiry 
yesterday, at Shepreth, into the accident tu 
the Cambridge-London express, which ran 
into a lorry laden with lime on an occupation 
crossing at Shepreth, said that the Coroner's 
recommendation as to the Cement Co. piloting 
drivers over the crossing was under.considera- 
tion, 

‘“In m¥ opinion, the trossingy gates* are a 
deathtinn, Mr Vincent added “é This 
accident would never have hdd happened if 
there had been no gates. ' 

THE ACCIDENT. 

The train was travelling at nearly sixty 
miles an hour when the accident occurred, 
and became derailed and wrecked, after 
thrusting the lorry before it. 

The fireman of the train, Richard Henry 
Brown, aged twenty-eight, was killed out- 
right, and the lorry driver, Leonard Harry 
Sparkes, aged 21, of Romsey terrace, Mill 
xoad, Cambridge, died in hospital. The driver 
of the train was taken to hospital suffering 
from shock, arid a few passengers were 
slightly injured. 

Phe inquiry was held by Colonel A. H. C. 
Trench, Inspecting Officer of Rajlways, 
Ministry of Transport, and before it opened 
officials inspected the scene of the accident. 

Mr. T. Smith, assistant superintendent, 
western section, represented the London 
North-Eastern Railway, and Mr. Fox Andrews 
appeared for Mr. H. A. Harvey, the:owner 
of the motor lorry. Mr. T. N. A. Humphreys, 
of the N.U.R., was present, with Mr. J. R. 
Squance, of -the Locomotive Engineers’ and 
Firemen’s Union. at 

EYE-“WITNESS’S TESTIMONY. 

Ronald Morgan, a clerk employed by the 
East Anglian Cement Co., said that the lorry 
crossed the rails at about five miles an hour. 
When its front wheels had reached the up 
track the express was about forty-two yards 
away: <The coaches came down where he had 
been standing, and he had to “run for it.” 
It was usual for lorry drivers to open and 
close the gates themselves. Two other lorry 
drivers had used the gates that morning, but 
he knew that they had shut the gates after 
them. 

Mr. H. A. Harvey, of Harston, a haulage 
contractor, the owner of the Jorry, said that 
its loaded weight was about ten and a half 
tons. He did not think it likely that the 
engine “‘stalled’’ while in the track of the 
express. Sparkes was a good driver and a 
reliable man, and had been taking the lorry 
into the works for some months, on an average 
about three days a week. The lorry engine 
was in first gear. 

WHY THE LOCKS WERE NOT USED. 

Mr. A. Knott, works manager to the 
cement company, said he had often pointed 
out to lorry drivers and workmen the penal- 
ties of omitting to close the pete. The keys 
and padlocks supplied by the railway com- 
pany were not used, because the cement 
company could not lock the gates against 
other tenants of the land beyond the works. 

“I remember a lorry which went out and 
got off the sleeper track line, and we had to 
unload a ton of stuff from it,” said Mr. 
Knott. “I think it was the very same ex-

press which was pulled up on that occasion. } 


I would not be sure, but I think the signal 
was given against the train. It was about 
two years ago or more..”’ 

Mr. Knott, questioned by Mr. Andrews, 
said that he did not know of any reason 
why the gates should not be automatically

' GUARD'S STATEMENT. 

Mr. A. Pike, the guard of the express, said 
that the train was travelling at about fifty- 
six miles an hour just before the accident.

I was thrown along 
thé line, and my chest came in contact with 
the shelf. I: did not feel any pull from the 
brake between hearing the whistle blow and 
the shock.” 

Mr. C. R. Strickson, the stationmaster at 
Shepreth, said that he had threatened to 
summon anybody leaving the gates open at 
the cement works, in accordance with the 
notice on the gates. In recent years he had 
not noticed them left open. . He had not 
raised the question of using the padlock and 
key with the cement company. 

The inquiry was closed. 


ATTEMPTED GENERAL 
STRIKE. 

FOUR HUNDRED ARRESTS 
AT RIGA. 


From REUTER $ CorRRESPONRENT. 
LIGA, Wednesday. 
‘Latvign Communists attempted to force 
a general strike here to-day, but the 
police, supported by mounted patrols and 
armed with rifles and bayonets, prevented 
serious rioting. 

Altogether about three thousand work- 
men fram different directions started 
marching to the centre of the town and 
endeavoured to induce workmen in other 
workshops and factories to join them. 
There were many collisions with the 
police, and about four hundred persons 
were arrested. No serious casualties are 
reported.

The ostensible 
reason for the strike was the Govern- 
ment’s recent action in dissolving 
extremist trade unions, who were alleged 
to be plotting to bring about a Communist 
revolution. :

The following semi-official account is given 
here of a  Franco-Italian incident arising 
from the International Congress of Students 
and the University Games. There was, first 
of all, in the course of the meetings of the 
Congress, which is to close to-morrow, some 
liveliness on the paft- of the Italian delega- 
tion. Then last Saturday, after Italy’s 
victory over Hungary in the football final 
in the University Games, some spectators, 
in an excess of zeal, came to blows in the 
stands. Thg@ police interfered, and did so 
with vigours Some nasty knocks were 
administered, about half a dozen Italians, all 
spectators, being among the victims. 

The. arrival of the Italian team in Rome 
yesterday was made the occasion for an anti- 
French demonstration by the crowd. At last 
Signor Turati, Secretary-General of the 
Fascist Party, haranguing the crowd from a 
haleony*in the Piazza Colonna, went so far 
as to say that France, the country of all the 
liberties, might claim the shame of having 
trampled all the duties of hospitality under 
oot. 

To-day this incident had a repercussion in 
Paris through the sudden recall, by order, 
it is said, of the Italian Government itself, 
of the Italian delegation to the International 
Students’ Congress. The delegation left for 
Rome this afternoon. i

BRITISH COAL TRADE 
POSITION. 
acer Viger 
CONTINUED DECLINE 
EMPLOYMENT. 


The oard of Trade Journal, reviewing 
the coal-mining industry in the second 
quarter of this year, states that the 
average number of wage-earners in em- 
ployment was 30,900 less than in the pre- 
vious quarter, and 92,400 less than in the 
corresponding quarter of 1927. 

Comparing the end of June with the end 
of March, the number of wage-earners de- 
clined from 950,500 to 918,200, or by 3 per 
cent. 

The output during the quarter was 75 
miljion tons less than in the. previous 
quarter, partly due to holidays. As com- 
pared with the second quarter of 1927, 
there was a reduction of five million tons, 
chiefly in those districts in which schemes 
for the regulation of output had recently 
been adopted. 

Coal exports and foreign bunker ship- 
ments were two-thirds of a million tons 
higher than in the first quarter of this 
vear, but two-thirds of a million tons 
lower than in the corresponding quarter 
of last year. 
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VALUE OF ARTERIAL 
DRAINAGE ACT. 
asics 
CLEANING OF KING’S COUNTY 
RIVERS. 


The eleaning of rivers to stop the flooding 
of lands, the widening of them, and the 
cutting away of sharp corners, as well as the 
erection of bridges to facilitate land holders 
in crossing from portions of lands divided 
by rivers, were matters under discussion at 
the meeting of the new Drainage Committes 
for the Brosna-Ferbane area at Tullamoro 
last ‘Tuesday. 

The Chairman (Mr. P. F. Adams) said 
that under the new Arterial Drainage Act 
there was going to be a big change in the 
drainage work in the county, and it was 
about time. 

Mr: Egan said that he hoped too much 
would not be put on the rates for drainage 
unprovements. 

The Chairman said that he thought the 
whole thing a good idea. The expense of 
improvement would he met by a drainage 
rate on benefitted lands, a State contribution 
of one-fourth, and a County Council contri- 
bution. The County Council, when petitions 
were sent in, could proceed with the work 
after they had received the surveyor’s esti- 
mate if they considered it reasonable; th 
County Council would have full control, and 
there was no need for departmental sanction, 
which would mean that a lot of red tape.and 
resulting delays would be done away with. 
That a number of people had tumbled to the 
advantages of the Act was proved by tiie 
fact that fifty petitions had been received 
from districts in the southern part of the 
county, and they should take advantage oí 
it also in she northern part of the county, 
where drainage work was much neglected. 


THE BRIDGES. 

The Secretary mentioned that there was a 
number of bridges to which nothing had been 
done for ten or twelve years. 

Mr. Egan said that he knew one to which 
nothing was done for twenty years. 

Mr. E, A. Hackett, C.E., wrote suggesting 
a limit of £3,000 to drainage work, as he 
heard that large schemes were in contem- 
plation which would increase the rates too 
much without giving corresponding benefits. 

Mr. Egan said that it would be better to 
do some big work well than have the money 
spent the way it was in small jobs, because 
it was no benefié at all. 

Mr. Gilligan said that work was not Car- 
ried on in clearing the rivers at the time it 
should be. It was ridiculous to be doing the 
work now in bad weather—work which 
should have been done in May. 

Chairman—The cause of the delay is that 
the County Council elections were held too 
late. You should have made your complaint 
to the Commissioner, Mr. O'Keeffe, who was 
in control of affairs for the last four years. 

Mr. Gilligan—We have been paying the 
rates while nothing was done in the way of 
work on the rivers. The work should have 
been done at the proper time. 

Chairman—During the short time the Com- 
mittee is in existence it has done a lot of 
work. | 


IDLE LAND. |

“This bill, if it becomes law, may in- 
flict a dangerous wound on the Irish 
intellect. At least it will degrade us in 
the eyes of the modern . orld,’’ declared 
Senator W. B. Yeats, in an interview with 
the Irish. Correspondent of the Manchester 
Guardian on the Free State Censorship 
Bill, which will come up again for con- 
sideration in the Dail in ober. 

HONEST ZEALOTS. 
’** The first Board of Censors appointed,” 
said Mr. Yeats, “will probably include men 
of liberal minds, but the Board will be ex- 
posed to organised pressure brought to bear 
by associations of honest zealots.’’ 

Continuing, Mr, Yeats said:—‘‘If the 
Board resists this pressure it will be 
applied to the Cabinet, and at the end of 
three years a new Board will be appointed, 
perhaps by the rival political party, to give 
effect to the popular or ecclesiastical view of 
the ‘ interests of public morality.’ 

“ Then if a new scientific work is published, 
us important and as disruptive of popular 
beliefs as ‘ The Origin. of Species ' was in its 
day, we may find the book excluded. from 
Ireland. Some of the recognised associations 
would like to give legal validity to the whole 
Reman Index Expurgatorius, and if they can 
control the Board they can do so under this 
bill. The works of Anatole France are on 
the Roman Index and have a large sale in 
Dublin, much to the alarm of the zealots. 

“I will show you how unlikely it is that 
the Board will be able to resist the pressure. 
You will notice that the bill outlaws the 
advocacy of artificial birth control. You may 
take it that in this respect the views and 
practice of the well-to-do class here are much 
the same as the views and practice of the 
well-to-do class in any other European coun- 
try. Yet I doubt whether one single member 
of the Dail will be bold enough openly to 
oppose this clause in the bill. 


EDUCATED OPINION. 

“ There, you see, is our weakness. Every 
educated man in Ireland hates this bill. I 
suspect that every member of the Cabinet 
hates it. Hence the delay in publication. 
But the zealots have been wise in their gene- 
ration; they have struck at the moment when 
the country is unprepared to resist. The cld 
régime left Ireland, perhaps, the worst- 
educated country in Northern Europe; with 
some boys leaving school at twelve, some 
never going at all, and teachers who never 
opened a book out of school hours. 

“We were helots and where you have the 
helot there the zealot reigns unchallenged. 
And our zealots’ idea of establishing the 
Kingdom of God upon earth is to make Ire- 
land an island of moral cowards. In ten 
years time, when our new School Attendance 
Act and our new teachers’ training colleges 
have done their work, our zealots would be 
laughed at if they presséd for legislation of 
this sort. But to-day there is great danger 
that they will have their way, or most of it, 
and impose their shackles on our throughts. 


NO PROVISION FOR THE DEFENCE. 

“To return to the substance of the bill. 
I can’t attempt now to examine the bearing 
of the new definition of indecency upon 
literaturg. This is a question which will have 
to be examined in detail by my fellow- 
authors. But I call your attention to the fact 
that the bill provides for the appeararice of a 
prosecutor, but nothing is said about facilities 
tor defence. Again, you see that advertise- 
ments of remedies for venereal disease are to 
be illegal. 


MEDIEVAL LEGISLATION. 

“We should encourage the wretched suf 
ferers to seek treatment, not hide remedies 
from them. It may be reasonable to protect 
them against quack remedies, but this is not 
the object of a clause in a censorship bil] 
based on the recommendation of a Commis- 
sion which did not contain a single medical 
man. The object is to hide the remedies 
that the penalty of sin may be the greater 
It is medieval legislation. The object of the 
whole bill is to hide knowledge from the 
eyes of our young people lest knowledge 
should be abused. The report of the Evil 
Literature Commission strove to rétoncile 
them to this by suggesting that other coun- 
tries are “ahead” of us, and England in 
their zeal for maintaining what is alleged 
to be the Christian standard of sexual 
morality. But the report did not tell them 
how far foreign legislation against birth con- 
trol, for instance, is the result of the capi- 
talists’ desire for more cheap labour or of the 
militarists’ desire for increased man-power— 
abundant crops of cannon-fodder. 


é 
TAINT OF HYPOCRISY. 

“There is the taint of hypocrisy gbout the 
whole proceedings. Everyone knows that the 
practice of the well-to-do class will not be 
affected by this legislation. It is the poor 
who are to be condemned to continue in 
virtuous ignorance and to suffer accordingly. 

‘‘ The zealots are alarmed by what people 
call ‘the post-war demoralisation,’ and they 
would, therefore, drive our young people in 
blinkers. The young people of Ireland do 
not deserve to be treated as if -they were 
fools or dolts, and I do not think they will 
stand it. They need no more protection than 
the young people of England or France. Let 
our zealots do what they will, they cannot re- 
tain the old order unchanged in Ireland. The 
new world keeps breaking in. Our young 
yeople are right to welcome it, and they must 
athe to choose the good and eschew the evil

In view of the avowed intention of ‘toreign 
extremists to visit Great Britain in order to 
attend the conference, Special Branch detec 
tives at all the ports have been warned to 
Keep a sharp look-out to prevent. their enter 
ing the country. 

Some such move was anticipated by the 
organisers of the meeting, and they have 
sought to circumvent it by arranging for 
prominent Communists who have recentiy 
visited Moscow and been in touch with Soviet 
leaders to attend and present reports. 

It is known that Russian agitators ard 
propagandists who take a special interest in 
the attempt to foster the movement in Great 
Britain are not satisfied with the progress 
which has been made lately, and the dele 
gates, it is expected, will have some bitter 
criticisms to pass on from their Moscow 
comrades.

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BODLESTO BE RETURNED 
TO ENGLAND. 


MOSCOW, Wednesdays 

| The Official Tass Agency states :—‘ In 
reply to the British report that the Soviet 
Government had not replied to the British 
Government’s request for permission to 
remove to England for burial the bodies 
of the crew of the L 55, which was sunk 
in Caporsky Bay in 1919, the Tass Agency 
to-ddy received the following statement 
from a trustworthy quarter: 

“ “In the expectation that the British 
Government would wish to transfer to the 
motherland the bodies of the British sea- 
men found in the submarine L 55, raised 
from the Gulf of Finland by the Soviet 
naval authorities, the U.S.8.R., from the 
very beginning, took appropriate 
measures, and was careful to preserve the 
personal belongings of the victims in order 
to hand them over to their relatives. On 
August 18th the Norwegian Mission here 
was informed in this sense, and it was 
pointed out that the Soviet Government 
expected an urgent communication from 
the British Government on the question. 
It was only on August 20th that informa- 
tion was received, through the Norwegian 
Mission, that the British Government had 
made inquiries as to the possibility of 
sending a warship to transfer the remains 
of the crew to England. The Norwegian 
Government was thereupon informed that 
the Soviet Government had no objection 
to the arrival of a warship belonging to a 
friendly nition, such as Norway, or to 
that of a British merchant vessel, but it 
could not consent to a British warship’s 
entering Soviet territorial waters.’ ”’

Love of ostentatious living has been the 
undoing of an Italian giving the name of 
De Renzo, who has been arrested here for 
a jewel robbery on the Riviera. 

The suspicions of the Lyons police were 
aroused by De Renzo’s extravagant mode 
of life here. He was reported to be spend- 
ing huge sums in pleasure resorts and 
gainbling dens. Their suspicions were 
confirmed when they were informed that 
he had sold to a local jeweller for four 
thousand francs (£32) a ring whose actual 
value was well worth more than double 
that sum. 

Unfortunately for De Renzo, the ring 
was originally made by a Lyons jeweller 
who was able to show that he sold it to 
a Monte Carlo merchant, from whose 
premises a stranger, only a fortnight ago, 
stole the ring, together with a number of 
other gems of a total value of sixty thou- 
sand francs (nearly £500), after having 
knocked the ‘shop assistant senseless. 

Under examination after arrest, De 
Renzo is said to have confessed to the 
crime. According to the police he is a 
well-known international crook, who has 
committed a number of thefts on the 
Riviera.

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ITALIAN SCULPTOR’S 

STRANGE BELIEF. 

Our Own CoRRESPONDENT. 
ROME, Wednesday. 

The aged Neapolitan sculptor, Vincenzo 
Gemito, convinced that the influence of the 
planet Jupiter wil: ensure him a fresh span 
of life, and that the soul of Alexander the 
Great has transmigrated into his body, has 
taken up anew the work that he had to 
abandon twenty years ago on account of 
mental trouble. 

Famed for his early exhibits in the French 
and German galleries, Signor Gemito won 
international laurels with his two best-known 
works, the Water Seller, of which it was said 
that it might have been unearthed from the 
excavations of ancient Pompeii, and a bust 
of Verdi, for which the celebrated composer 
himself sat, but for which he omitted to pay. 

With the conviction that he is no other 
than the reincarnation of Alexander the 
Great, he is now throwing all his energies 
into the production of magnificent bas 
reliefs, and busts of his supposed other self, 
and for this purpose he has secured as a 
model a young Neapolitan fisherman, whom 
he believes to resemble the Macedonian 
conqueror. 

The three beautifully-chiselled works—one- 
of Alexander in his boyhood, the second in 
his youth, and the third as the triumphant 
conqueror of South-Western. Asia—Signor 
Gemito considers his masterpieces, and he 
intends to reserve them for a special purpose. 

When he has decided that the rejunevating 
effect of Jupiter is failing, he declares that 
he will throw the first into the crater of 
Mount Etna, the second into the deepest part 
of the ocean, and the third over a lofty 
precipice in the Himalayas. 

CIVIL SERVICE BONUS 
IN BRITAIN. 
DISSATISFACTION WITH 
INDEX FIGURE. 

The impending drop in the bonus which 
forms part of the pay of every civil servant in 
(;reat Britain has led the Executive Council 
of the British Civil Service Clerical Associa- 
tion to decide to make immediate representa- 
tions with a view to a revision of the basis 

on which the bonus is calculated. 

Mr. W. J. Browne, the secretary of the 
association, states that there has for a long 
time past been considerable dissatisfaction 
among civil servnts as to the index figure 
which is issued officially by the Ministry of 
Labour.each month. It is this index figure 
which every six months forms the basis of the 
revision of the civil servant’s bonus. 

The objections to the index figure are, in 
the main—first, that it is based upon a 
working-class household budget, and that it 
does not, therefore, take account of those 
expenses, such as school fees, doctor's bills, 
clothing, ete., which figure in a different 
degree in the middle-class budget, with which 
the civil servant 1s more immediately familiar ; 
and, secondly, that it assumes that every 
one occupies a house of which the rent is 
subject to the Rent Restrictions Acts, and 
leaves out.of account the enormous number of 
people who have had to purchase their houses 
under post-war conditions, ‘and alse the 
numerous tenants of houses to which the Rent 
Restriction Acts do not apply. 

The third point is that all those civil 
servants who occupy furnished rooms, or who 
pay for their board and lodgings, have to 
deal with landladies who are not particularly 
interested jn the index figure.

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RUSSIA SEEKING 
CAPITAL. 


A CHARACTERISTIC 
NEW SCHEME.

RIGA, Wednesday. 

A new method of attracting foreign 
capital to Russia is revealed in a resolu- 
tion passed by the Sixth Congress of the 
Communist International, now in session 
in Moscow, instructing foreign Communist 
parties to energetically oppose further 
investments of capital in colonial and 
semi-colonial countries. 

The resolution classes China, India, 
Egypt and South Africa as colonial coun- 
tries, and Latin America is classed as 
half-colonial. Agitators are instructed to 
hinder by all means possible the entrance 
of capital to such countries. By arrang- 
ing strikes, uprisings and sabotage the 
Communists can make these countries 
appear to be a poor place in which to risk 
money compared to Bolshevik Russia, 
which badly needs foreign investments to 
exploit her boundless resources. 

SOVIET NAIVETE. 

Russia, according to the Moscow Prarda, 
is the only safe place for the investment 
of money in the world to-day, because 
revolution has already taken place there. 
“The money invested in Russia is secure 
because we guarantee security,’’ says The 
Pravda, which anticipates an avalanche 
of cash into the Union of Socialist Soviet 
Republics when the revolutions abroad 
gain more headway. 

Another reason for the passing of the 
resolution was contained in the speeches 
of the many coloured delegates to the 
Congress, who complained that foreign 
investments were improving the living 
conditions of the proletariat and making 
revolutionary propaganda difficult, while 
the populations of their countries were 
looking upon capitalists with gratitude 
instead of with class hatred. The in- 
vestors were also being viewed as bene- 
factors instead of exploiters, declared the 
delegates. 

CHANCES OF REVOLUTION. 

Commissar Bukharin, the new Presi- 
dent of the Communist International, who 
has done most of the talking at the Con- 
gress, told the delegates in one of his 
addresses that the chances of revolution 
in colonial countries are brighter than 
those in Europe. The seventh Congress 
of the Communist International, he hopes, 
will welcome proletarian ambassadors 
from certain countries instead of ordinary 
delegates. 

Commissar Bukharin rebuked the mode- 
rate European delegates. ‘‘ All countries 
in which the proletariat succeeds in 
grasping power, he insists, ' must pass, 
the same as Russia did, through a period 
of Red Terror and mass massacres of mili- 
tary communism before entering the 
period of new economic policy. Only 
through the complete extermination,of the 
present bourgeoise ruling classes can be 
achieved a successful revolution such as 
Russia’s. Anything less than this means 
compromise, and Communism cannot 
make . concessions to the intelligentsia 
classes.”

OBITUARY. 
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SIR CHARLES COTTIER. 

Sir Charles Cottier, Chairman of the 
Aerated Bread Company an | other companies, 
died yesterday at his home at Swyncombe, 
near Henley-on-Thames. He had not been 
well for some time, but became suddenly 
worse soon after midnight on Tuesday, and 
died from heart failure. Members of his 
family and his doctor were at the bedside. 

Sir Charles was born in 1869. His father 
was Mr. Francis Cottier, of County Cork 
and Plymouth. He served his articlessas a 
solicitor in Plymouth, and became a partner 
in the firm of Lane and Cottier, solicitors. 
Years ago he established a branch of the 
business in London. 

Since the war Sir Charles had played a big 
part in the direction and financing of public 
companies, and came prominently before the 
public when he assumed the chairmanship of 
the Aerated Bread Company. Through his 
connection with that company he was Chair- 
man of Bertram and Co., J. P. Restaurants, 
Ltd., and W. Hill and Son, Ltd. He was 
also Chairman of the Criterion Restaurants. 
One of his most recent interests was in 
Stephen Smith andCo, —Ín recent months Sir 
Charles had devoted special attention to the 
business of Sir John Jackson, Ltd., a private 
contracting company, whose operations in- 
clude the construction of a big dam in Egypt. 

Sir Charles was a strong advocate of tariff 
reform, and was Hon. Treasurer of the Em- 
pire Industries Association. A Knighthood 
was conferred on him in 1924. 


MOTOR ACCIDENT VICTIMS. 
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QUESTION OF HOSPITAL FEES.

This appears to be 
a perfectly sound attitude, but the hospitals 
will still require to find some means of 
bringing home to richer patients an adequate 
sonse of their duty, and it was out of this 
serious difficulty that the Folkestone decision 
arose.

On the whole, it was 
agreed by several big stores that women 
nowadays are only spending the same amount 
on clothes per year as they did in pre-war 
days, and that, althqngh the quality may 
not. be 8 good or Misting, they have far 
more hats, coats,. frocks, stockings, shoes, 
gloves, etc., than in former days.

But what of men’s clothes? The per- 
centage of 120 was said to be rather over- 
estimated, taken all round,.but it was stated 
by a big firm that mere man was groaning 
under his increased clothing burden.

FOUND DEAD IN EMPTY 
HOUSE.

UNSOLVED MYSTERY OF 
MAN’S ‘DEATH: 


A verdict of. ‘* Found dead, it being im- 
possible to ascertain the cause of death,” was 
returned at an inquest at Leicester yesterday 
on Ritchie West Milne, aged 55, formerly 
employed in a land agent’s office near Red- 
ditch, whese body was found in an advanced 
stage of decomposition in an empty house in 
Halkin street on August 17. : 

The showed that on June 18 he 
paid £92 10s. deposit on the purchase of the 
house, and saw a builder a day or two later 
with regard to some alterations. He was not 
seen again until the builder, accompanied by 
the owner’s son. visited the house and made 
the discovery. His features were unrecognis- 
able, but a man named Lenton. with whom 
Milne had lodged at Sileby, identified him by 
his watch chain. 

Dr. S. F Tanner. said that it was impos- 
sible to what was the cause of death 
owing to the body being so much decayed. 
There were traces of blood on, the clothing, 
but no razor or knife had been found. 

Police Sergeant King, the Coroner’s officer, 
stated that he discovered in a séaled envelope 
in the clothing two letters, one to a firm of 
solicitors from the owner of the house, saying 
that Milne was unable to ¢omplete the pur- 
chase, and the other to auctioneers asking 
them to resell the house; also in an envelope

was a form of will. in which the dead man 
had left his property to his two sisters. One 
of them, Mary. Jane Milne, identified the 


writing as that of her brother, whom she had 
not seen for some years. 

The Deputy Coroner said that the letters 
and will were dated June 27. and. as other 
letters bearing the following day’s date were 
found unopened in the house, it was presumed 
that Milne died on June 27th. There seemed 
to be no reason why he shonld commit 
suicide. His failure to complete the purchase 
of the house should not have worried him to 
that extent, and, moreover, there had been 
found a banker’s receipt for five National 
Savings Bank Certificates of ‘£130, each of 
which were lodged in the Midlatd Bank at 
Beeston, Nottinghamshire, so that he was not 
short of monev. He advised an open verdict.
